r. Atvin B. Sventa has lost his sight, but the 
M light shines brightly in his darkness. He is now 
happy in the possession of the complete Bible on 170 
records. His next desire is to have the whole Bible 
in Braille. 

Expressing deep appre- 
ciation for the 40 records 
of the New Testament and 
a few books of the Old, he 
insisted upon meeting at 
least the special 25-cents- 
a-record price for the re- 
mainder of the Bible. In 
June the Society’s Secre- 
tary for the Blind, Miss S. 
Ruth Barrett, received the 
following letter: 


It is nearly impossible for 
me to save a few dollars now 
and then so I could accumu- 
late enough to buy the rest of 
the Bible records I need, and 
this is where you could help 
me tremendously, if you care 
to. If you have a corner of 
your desk drawer in which 
you could keep an envelope, I 
could mail a few dollars to you as I am able, and when 
this totals the right amount you could then send me the 
records I need. 

On the fourteenth of this month I moved here to Tacoma, 
Washington and have not yet found anyone who has the 
time to look over the list of Bible records, so I am keeping 
your letter in a convenient place, to be read again when a 
visitor comes. In round figures it will take seventeen dol- 
lars to complete my King James Version of the Bible on 
ten-inch records, so it will be some time before I am able 
to send that amount in small portions. It would cause a lot 
of figuring and bookkeeping if you were to send one book 
of the Bible at a time, so I will be content to wait until 
enough money has accumulated in the envelope so you 
can send the records all at once. 

Since I lost my sight about four years ago I have been 
made a happy man by the reading of the Bible records. 
Four months after I lost my sight I became a Christian, 
and the rest of my life is to be devoted to Christian work. 
I came to Tacoma so I would be near the Madigan Army 
Hospital, where I plan to visit the wounded veterans once 
or twice each week. 

I did not know a soul in this city a week ago, nor did I 
know my way around, and it is thrilling to me to meet 
people and to enjoy the adventure of being in a completely 
strange place where there is so much to learn. 

People are quick to offer aid when I am abroad on the

streets, so I find it best to go out at two or three a.m. in the 
darkness, when few people are about. This way I can y 
around a lot and learn the city without kindly interfer 
ence. The other morning I was out, and at three oe 

a young man offered to w 
around with me, as he had: 
five hours to wait for a bus t 
Great Falls, Montana. M 
heart sank when he told m 
that he had just broken off re- 
lations with his wife, and this 
is why he was leaving this 
city. He has a little girl two! 
years old and a baby son aged’ 
seven months. I knew that he 
would regret leaving them all 
the rest of his life, and I tried 
to persuade him to stay. 

It was a cold, windy morn- 
ing, and we stopped to get 
some hot coffee in an all-night 
restaurant. By the time five 
a.m. came I had, through the 
help of God, talked him into 
going to the bus depot to geta 
refund on his ticket. He im- 
mediately called his wife; then 
we waited for another hour 
for the baggage man to come, 
so this lad could make the necessary arrangements to get 
his belongings back (they had been sent on ahead). As we 
parted that morning the sun was shining beautifully,and he! 
seemed so happy to be staying in town. He was such a nice 
young man and evidently he is a good worker, for he was 
confident that his boss would be happy to have him back. 

It has been my privilege to enjoy many such experiences 
in meeting people, and it is hard for me to remember the 
heart-crushing experiences of four years ago, when all 
seemed so dark. I must attribute this change of attitude to 
what the Lord has done for me, and I take great pleasure 
in helping others, when at the same time I am helping. 
myself—for each new experience encourages me to seek| 
others. 

I am quite familiar with all the sections of this town that 
vitally concern me, and I now can go out to Madigan | 
Hospital any time I choose, for yesterday the restaurant 
owner where I eat took me out there, and I learned my 
way around. 

I am not on a government pension, but my needs are 
supplied by many Christian friends who know of the work 
I am doing. They support me as they would support a_ 
missionary in a foreign land. Because this money comes to: 
me from their offerings to the Lord, I am reluctant to 
spend any more of it on myself than is necessary. Often I 
encounter people who need things more than I do, and. 
this is where the surplus money goes. 
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The Glory of Christmas 


NE of the Bible’s majestic words is the 

word “‘glory.” It is variously used, but 
most commonly to indicate the presence of 
God. In the Christmas story according to 
Luke we are told that an angel of the Lord 
appeared to the shepherds on the Bethlehem 
hillside and that “‘the glory of the Lord shone 
round about them.” After the angel had made 
his great announcement, ea the heaven- 
ly choir was heard singing, ‘Glory to God in 
the highest,’ and when the shepherds had 
looked upon the Child and Mary His mother, 
they returned to their fields, glorifying God for 
what they had seen and heard. 

How can we keep the glory in Christmas? 
There is something so magnetic about the Ad- 
vent of the world’s Saviour that every human 
interest is attracted to it. For centuries pagan 
elements have attached themselves to Christ- 
mas the Yule log from Iceland, the fir tree 
from Germany, the mistletoe from Celtic Eng- 
land and St. Nicholas from Holland. In the 
presence of the Babe of Bethlehem these all 
have been refined, and remain today as evi- 
dence of the time-honored universality of His 
appeal to men’s hearts. 

Even behind the gross commercialism of our 
American celebration lies the glow of millions 
of hearts reaching out to remember loved ones, 
friends, the needy and the forgotten with a 
token of joy and good will. 

As you read this page there will remain al- 
most a month for the preparation of our hearts 
for Christmas. In that month we can do much 
to preserve and heighten the glory of the 
Saviour’s birth this year. One way to do this is 
open to us all. We can saturate ourselves with 
the Word of God until we, too, like the shep- 
herds, may glow, if only faintly, with the glory 
of His presence in our lives. 

What shall we read? Many of us have our fa- 


vorite passages in which God has always spok- 
en more clearly to us. For those who need 
guidance we suggest the chapters assigned for 
Worldwide Bible Reading. They are listed on 
page 160. 

The reading for December 1 is the Fifty- 
first Psalm, David’s lament for his great sin. 
What better approach to God can one find 
than that of a broken and a contrite heart? 
The next is the Ninety-first Psalm—the joyous 
song of trust in a loving God. Then follows the 
One Hundred Third Psalm, David’s paean of 
thanksgiving, and the One Hundred Twenty- 
first Psalm, which puts into the mind of the 
reader such thoughts of confidence in God as 
only inspired writing could do. And before the 
month is out the readings will have included 
the sublime prophecies of the Christ from 
Isaiah, the Sermon on the Mount, the Parable 
of the Prodigal and five great chapters from 
John’s Gospel, maybe read more often by 
anxious souls than any other chapters of the 
Bible. Then follow Romans 8 and 12, First 
Corinthians 13 and 15, and others from the 
Epistles and the Revelation. What a prepara- 
tion for the reading on Christmas Day itself, 
where possible aloud, to the whole family cir- 
cle, of Luke’s record of the wonderful birth. 

It is estimated that the Bible Society Record has 
a million readers every month. If through the 
days in December leading up to Christmas 
these readers would agree, busy as so many of 
them are, to set aside a half hour not only for 
the reading of God’s Word but for meditation 
and prayer, surely the glory of the Lord wéuld 
shine more brightly in our nation’s life, and 
more meaning would be lent to the trium- 
phant words of the old hymn, 


“Joy to the world, the Lord has come! 
Let earth receive her King!” 
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Today Is the Day for the Tzeltals

because they have read in their own tongue the wonderful works of God

“4 orD, we put into thy hands the whole New Testament 

L in our language. Use thy Word to bring many more 
to Thyself, as thou hast already used it to bring us to 
Thee,” was the prayer of the humble Indian Christian who 
dedicated the final portion of the Tzeltal New Testament 
to the Lord before hundreds of Tzeltal Christians crowded 
into the Corralito church. Then, since it was the Day of 
the Bible, celebrated by believers throughout Mexico, the 
Tzeltal Christians gave an offering of over a thousand 
pesos for the work of the Bible Society the world over, 
that others might have the Word of God, as they now 
have it in their own tongue. 

The translation of the New Testament into Tzeltal, 
a Mayan dialect spoken by more than forty thousand 
backward, monolingual Indians of southern Mexico, has 
been carried on over a period of ten years, during which 
time the Lord has used His Word in Tzeltal to “‘translate 
into the Kingdom of His dear Son” more than three 
thousand of the Tzeltal tribe. Keen young Indian Chris- 
tians, won to the Lord through Gospel records and the 
Gospel of Mark in their own language, came over the 
trails to the translator’s house each day after their work 
in their corn fields was done, to help voluntarily in the 
translation of the rest of the New Testament. Many were 
the evenings when the Lord spoke to the hearts of those 
gathered around the translation table, and work was 
suspended as they “‘put into their hearts” the truths 
they were hearing for the first time from the pages of 
God’s Word.

Those who had helped in the translation of the Word 
then took newly typed copies of the newly translated 
Portions and preached from them to the other congre- 
gations of Indian Christians scattered throughout the 
mountains. Fifteen of the books of the New Testament 
were published as separate Portions and eagerly bought 
by the Tzeltal believers, who are rapidly learning to read 
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The Tzeltals, young and old, love to 
read their Scriptures 


because of their desire to read the Word of God for 
themselves. The Gospel of John came off the press in 
July, and within two weeks eight hundred copies had been 
sold; and a hundred and fifty of the Tzeltal “‘preacher- 
boys” from all parts of the tribe came together to study 
this newly printed Portion of God’s Word. An edition of 
five thousand Tzeltal hymnals has long since beén sold 
out, and another edition is on its way to press. To the 
newly converted and newly literate Tzeltal Christians 
a Portion of God’s Word in print is their most prized 
possession. And even those who cannot read buy a Portion 
or a hymnal and take every opportunity to have someone 
who can read tell them ‘“‘what God says.” 

Today, as the entire Tzeltal New Testament is being 
printed, there are several thousand believers meeting regu- 
larly in twelve chapels throughout the region to hear the 
Word of God preached in Tzeltal by the native “preacher- 
boys.” In addition, new ones have recently turned to the 
Lord in other parts of the tribe. In one group of primi-: 
tive, high-country Tzeltals, the first ones to take a stand 
for Christ ‘“‘suffered the loss of all things,” as their huts 
were set on fire while they were away at a Sunday service. 
But today a growing group meets regularly in the hut 
of one of the believers. In another isolated Indian village 
the first seven men and boys to turn to the Lord were 
beaten with a leather lash in the town plaza and warned 
to give up their faith. But they “‘rejoiced to be counted 
worthy to suffer for His sake,” and today a strong group 
of Christians gathers there to study God’s Word in their 
own tongue. 

With the completion of the New Testament in Tzeltal, 
and with the establishing of a strong indigenous New 
Testament Church, “today is the day of salvation” for 


the whole Tzeltal tribe. PF

ig is with profound regret that the Officers and the 
is Board of Managers of the American Bible Society 
announce the death on October eleventh of Dr. 
Frank Hurt Mann, General Secretary of the Society. 
Dr. Mann began his work with the Society as a Gen- 
eral Secretary in 1919, serving until 1924. He then 
engaged in real-estate activities for eighteen years, 
during which time he continued his active interest 
in the Society as a member of 
its Board of Managers. He was 
hairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee and later a Vice Presi- 
ent of the Society. In 1942 he 
eturned as General Secretary 
here, until the time of his 
eath, he was responsible for the 
ultivation of the Society’s sup- 
ort by the Churches of the 
country. In every other depart- 
ent of the Society’s work, how- 
ver, his wisdom and counsel 
were sought‘and followed. 

Dr. Mann was born May 8, 
883 in Petersburg, Virginia. 
mne of a family of ten children. 
e was graduated from Hamp- 
en-Sidney College in 1903, re- 
eiving his M.A. degree there 
he following year. ‘Throughout 
is whole life Frank Mann was 
levoted to Kingdom interests. 
fe condutted a mission school 
n the mountains of Virginia and later served as a 
"MCA Secretary in Havana, Cuba. For many 
ears he was associated with mission and charity 
rganizations in New York City. 

Dr. Mann was a devoted churchman, a Presby- 
erian and for twenty years a member of the session 
f the Rye Presbyterian Church, Rye, New York. 
‘or ten years he served as superintendent of the 
unday school there. 

_ As a token of the high esteem with which he was 
garded among the Churches of the country he 
as in 1953 honored with the degree of Doctor of 
etters by the Trustees of the Moravian College of 
ethlehem, Pennsylvania. 

At the funeral service on October 13, which filled 
capacity the sanctuary of the great Rye Church, 
secretary Taylor found the following words, which 
xpressed the feeling in the heart of everyone present. 
e said: 

“The great accomplishments of Frank Mann for 
his church, this community and the organizations 
hich he served so well might be successfully re- 
orded. The greatness of Frank Mann himself could 
ever be recorded or told. 
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Frank Hurt Mann, Litt.D. 


“If I may speak personally, for I feel I must, I 
have never known anyone who so combined firmness 
with gentleness. He would take a task and carry it 
to brilliant and successful conclusion; yet at the 
same time he was ever kind and compassionate. To 
know him was to love him. 

“When I first knew Frank Mann I used to won- 
der how he maintained such serenity of spirit, how 
he always had sound judgment 
and maintained the long view. 
His life was one of true dignity, 
integrity, humility and beauty 
of spirit. 

‘Then, as I had the high priv- 
ilege of daily contact with him, I 
understood his greatness came 
from his complete trust in God 
and his deep desire to follow in 
the way of Jesus. 

‘““He knew the Lord was his 
Shepherd, so goodness and 
mercy followed him all the days 
of his life, until it was time for 
him to dwell in the house of the 
Lord forever. 

“So not in sadness, not in 
weeping, but with thanksgiving 
that God loaned him to us for a 
while, we turn to Frank Mann’s 
favorite hymn. In it is the 
triumphant message and the 
faith which we, if we would 
honor and respect our dear friend, must ever make 
our own”: 


Be still, my soul: the Lord is on thy side; 

Bear patiently the cross of grief and pain; 
Leave to thy God to order and provide; 

In every change He faithful will remain. 

Be still, my soul: thy best, thy heavenly Friend 
Through thorny ways leads to a joyful end.

Thy hope, thy confidence let nothing shake; 

All now mysterious shall be bright at last.

Paper Weapons 


4 Rae is a story of ‘“‘weapons’”? made of paper that are 
used by American soldiers the world over. These 
are ‘“‘weapons” that are never outmoded and never lose 
their power—the Holy Scriptures. 

In the Pacific Northwest is the Army’s shipping point 
to the Far East and Alaska—the Personnel Center at Fort 
Lewis, Washington. With these overseas-bound soldiers 
go copies of the Scriptures. 

Chaplain Wilson B. DeChant heads the Center’s Chap- 
lains’ Section. Chaplain DeChant is the connecting link 
between the soldier and the source of Scripture supply, 
the American Bible Society. 

Ever since the years following its founding, the Ameri- 
can Bible Society has been supplying all types of Scrip- 
tures for the armed forces, and never with a more hearty 
response from the men than today. 

Along with Chaplain DeChant, all Personnel Center 
chaplains guide the flow of books and pamphlets from the 
Society to men going overseas and also to permanent per- 
sonnel at the Center. Each month the Chaplains’ Section 
receives three or four cartons from the Bible House in New 
York City. From these cartons come the “weapons”? made 
of paper—the Bible, the Testaments and the Four Gospels. 

Recently Chaplain DeChant has been receiving and dis- 
tributing to all his men a leaflet from the Society called 
“God Go With You.” It might be thought of as the manual 
of arms for the successful employment of the weapons 
made of paper. It speaks directly to the soldier. 

One paragraph reads, ‘‘ ‘I will follow thee withersoever 
thou goest’ is more than a verse from the Bible to be 
remembered. This is a guiding rule for your choice of 
places to go and things to do. ... Read the Bible. Hear 
the chaplain. There is everywhere the assurance of the 
nearness, the availability and the unique comradeship of 
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God himself. ... God go with you, comrade, and you 
will never walk alone.”

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The English Bible’s Family Tree

i Be show graphically the story of how our English Bible 
came to us, the American Bible Society has recently 
prepared a chart, Chronology of the English Bible, printed in 
red, black, and gray on heavy paper, 22” x 17”, which is 
sold, complete with substantial mailing tube, at $1 a copy. 
A much-reduced print without color is here shown. 

On this chart is shown at the left the Hebrew back- 
ground, with information about important manuscripts 
and printed editions, with the Greek background similarly 
on the right. In “‘boxes”’ inside the main body of the chart 
are the editions in languages other than English that were 
influential in the development of our English Scriptures. 
The Anglo-Saxon and English translations are shown in 
the center, with arrows indicating their relation to Hebrew 
and Greek texts and editions in other languages. 

Thus one can see that Jerome’s translation into Latin, 
the Vulgate (the official text of the Roman Catholic 
Church), was based both on the Hebrew text and the 
Greek Septuagint and on the Greek New Testament, and 
that on it in turn depend the Anglo-Saxon versions, 
the Wyclif Bible, the Rheims-Douai Bible and the Confra- 
ternity New Testament of 1941—although 
the Confraternity Old Testament (volume 
I, 1952) is based on the Hebrew text 
primarily. 

With the publication of the Hebrew Old 
Testament in 1488 and of Erasmus’ edition 
of the Greek Testament in 1516, scholars 
of the 16th century had access to the 
original languages of the Bible as well as 
to printed copies of the Latin Vulgate. 
Pagninus’ Latin version was a literal Latin 
text, of great help to the scholars of his day 
who were only just beginning to study 
Hebrew and Greek. Stephanus’ carefully 
edited editions of Hebrew, Greek and 
Latin texts gave still further aid in the 
study of the original languages, supple- 
mented by Beza’s Greek text and fresh 
Latin version of the New Testament. 
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Greek Old Testament 


The later English versions proceeded from this “stock” 
but were influenced by the discovery in the 19th century 
of Hebrew and Greek texts not available to earlier scholars 
(Codex Sinaiticus, the Vaticanus, etc.) which provide 
much better readings and understanding of the origina 
Scriptures. This process was carried still further in th 
early 20th century by the discovery of many very early; 
papyrus manuscripts. The discovery of the Dead Sea 
scrolls in 1947 and other similar Hebrew manuscripts indi- 
cates that, so far at least as Isaiah is concerned, there is 
little difference between the Hebrew text as we have it 
now and as it was read in the first century. 

There are of course very many important and significant} 
editions and manuscripts that cannot be indicated on a 
chart even of this size. An effort has been made, however, 
to select the most outstanding landmarks and yet to keep 
it relatively simple. Our Bible has a long ancestry, and we 
are indebted to’a host of obscure scribes and scholars 
as well as the courageous martyrs for preserving and 
transmitting to us through the years the priceless Word 
of God. |

Since I came back from England, I was so busy with 
le preparation of returning to Seoul.

When I moved down to 
usan, I did not have anything except a typewriter and 
le package of the manuscript of Hankul Bible. I lost all 
y household goods as well as the Bible Society goods. I 
nted a small room which was four by five feet, where the 
ye members of my family lived, and I typed reports to 
reign countries. I did not have staff. When Mr. Robert- 
nin Tokyo sent me Scriptures, I sold them with the help 
my two sons. Three years later I built up the Bible 


Society and my household goods in a fine shape by the 
help of two cooperating Societies in America and England, 
and other friends all over the world. But the fire that 
broke out last winter in Pusan consumed everything. I 
was in despair, but I knew that the God who was faithful 
to me during the period of storm and stress is still faithful 
to me, so that my faith was revived. The Society’s needs 
and my household goods were rebuilt again through the 
help of our cooperating Societies in America and Britain 
and friends in those two countries. When we decided to 
move back to Seoul, we had four freight train loads of 
Scriptures and office furniture and three trunk loads of 
my household goods, and I had six staff members. I was 
grateful to God, who is so faithful to me, and I was also 
thankful to the two Societies in America and Britain and 
friends in the two countries. What I am now is what God 
has granted. 

Now our office house in Seoul is so small that it is very 
inconvenient to work, but I am not complaining. God, 
who has been so,mindful in the past, will also be mindful 
in the future.

A Book REVIEW 


A new book by Eugene A. Nida entitled “Customs 
& Cultures, Anthropology for Christian Missions,” 
may sound a bit dull, but Dr. Nida, during his more 
than ten years in the Translation Department of the 
American Bible Society, has visited 
many part of the world with an 
observing eye and a listening ear. 

Missionaries have. helped him 
see why certain people wear no 
clothes, and he has helped other 
missionaries to understand how 
they, the missionaries, have uncon- 
sciously offended the people they 
seek to win to Christ. Marriage in 
the United States is symbolized by 
a ring, in Se of Africa by the 
“bride price’’—cattle. Why will a San Blas Indian 
sell coconuts but not fish? Why will an Aymara 
Indian not rescue a comrade from drowning in Lake 
Titicaca? In the book Dr. Nida also makes us look} 
twice at some of our own peculiar customs. He helps} 
us understand how other people have sought to ex-: 
plain and adapt themselves to a seemingly hostile; 
world. . 

A translator must appreciate the attitudes and| 
concepts of the people with whom he is working in 
order to “‘get under their skin”? and to get the Word 
into their hearts. In order to establish a growing and| 
living church, such understanding is essential; fos to! 
function as a Christian one must have a “changed” | 
life, and the missionary can help the new Christian! 
only if he realizes the innumerable problems such aj 
person faces in his simplest daily habits as well as inj 
his thinking. ‘“‘Western culture” is not always “‘Chris-} 
tianity.” The book is fascinating for the generall 
reader as well as for those interested in understanding! 
the problems a missionary faces. It is published by}

A Page for Children 
A Créche for Christmas 


T was two weeks before Christmas, 
I and Miss Ellis asked for volunteers 
to help set up and arrange the créche 
for Christmas. All the children wanted 
to help, and Miss Ellis was delighted 
to have so much help. “Tl tell you 
- what we will do. If you agree,” she 
said, “Pll bring some cookies and 
we'll make cocoa. After we get the 
creche set up, Pll tell you the story of 
how it began.” 

Ray spoke up at once. “‘I have been 
wondering about a créche, and I am 
glad you are going to tell us.” 

Douglas had an idea too. ‘““Suppose 
you tell us before we arrange it. Maybe 
it will mean more to us if we can think 
about it while we are fixing it.’ Miss 
Ellis said she would tell the story 
whenever they wanted her to, and they all voted to have 
the story first. 

“In the year 1209,” she began, “‘there lived in a little 
town in Italy a good man by the name of Giovanni. He 
loved people, especially the poor people, and he wanted to 
tell them of God’s love for them. There were few Bibles; 
even if there had been enough for all, it would not have 
helped too much, for the people could not read. They 
worked hard, long hours and they were poor and wretched; 
and because of this they were often unkind. Giovanni 
called himself Brother Francis, and he worked among the 
poor and thesick and did everything he could to help them. 

‘Brother Francis was kind to animals and birds, which 
was almost unheard of in those times; and he called him- 
self their brother too. He would sometimes go out into the 
fields and forest and preach to the birds and the animals 
about the goodness of God. 

“More than anything Francis wanted the people to 
know that God sent His Son into the world as a baby, 
that men might know Him and love Him and thus know 
and love God. But no one could read the story, and 
Francis could not tell the story to everyone. 

“One day he walked by an old barn built at the en- 
trance to a cave. ‘Jesus was born in such a barn,’ he 
thought. ‘I will get a donkey and a lamb. I will dress up 
some of the people as Joseph and the shepherds and the 
Wise Men. I will ask a young peasant woman with a baby 
to lay her baby in the manger. I will ask some of the 
children to sing songs about the baby Jesus.’ 

“So he did. All the people came to see what Brother 
Francis was doing. They stayed to watch. How beautiful it 
looked!—the sheep and the little donkey eating hay, the 
shepherds kneeling, the Wise Men offering gifts; the peas- 
ant woman watching her baby, who laughed and cooed 
as He lay in the hay; Joseph, kind and wise, standing near. 


It had a strange effect on the people who saw it. Some of 


their bitterness left them. They looked at the living scene 
and God became very real.

‘“How could they be unkind to little children or to ani-; 
mals after they saw the love of God expressed in the scene? 
People seemed to change as they looked at the créche. 

“So the custom began. Now we have the créche to remind 
us of God’s tender care. We can read our Bibles and know 
the beautiful story, but the créche helps us remember there 
was a time when people did not know the story as well 
as we know it today.” 

“Oh,” said Carla, ““what a wonderful story! I will re- 
member it as long as I live, and every time I help set upa 
créche I will think of it.” 

The children set the créche up, using the wooden figures 
and the wooden manger. They had real straw for the floor. 
They hung a big star over the top of it, and when they were 
finished they stood around the créche and sang softly, 
“Silent Night, Holy Night.” 

Miss Ellis read the story of the manger from the Bible, 
and they said a prayer of thanks for Jesus and His birth. 

Then they had cocoa and cookies, and it was time to go 
home. Rickie stood looking at the baby in the eréche. 
“Good night, Baby Jesus,” he whispered; “‘good night.”
